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Soviet Answer 
Promised By 
Vishinsky 


NEW YORK (#)—Soviet Dep- 
uty Foreign Minister Andrei Y. 
Vishinski today promised to give 
Russia’s answer to Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall’s slash- 
ing attack in a major Soviet pol- 
icy speech tomorrow or perhaps 
later. : 

Vishinsky originally was sched- 
uled to deliver his opening address 
before the United Nations as- 
sembly ‘this afternoon but he 
hastily scratched his name from 
the speakers’ list after seeing an 
advance copy of Marshall’s speech. 

Although the Soviet delegation 
offered” no immediate comment 
on the U.S. declaration, observ- 
ers noted that the Russians re- 
frained from participation in the 
general burst of applause which 
Marshall received at the end of 
his crackling 25-minute statement 
of U. S. policy. 

Deputy foreign minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko, Russia’s delegate to 
the security council, brushéd off 
all inquiries with a terse “no com- 
ment.” -

No Applause 
When Marshall had finished 
Soviet Chief Delegate Andrei 


Vishinsky, deputy foreign minis- 
ter of Russia, did not applaud. 
To observers in the gallery it ap- 
peared that he and his associates 
were almost the only ones in the 
great hall who kept silent on the 
round af applause. 

Before Marshall spoke, Vishin- 
sky suddenly cancelled his plan to 
address the assembly himself to- 
day. Speculation was that he was 
caught offguard by the force of 
Marshall's attack and wanted time 
to plan his response, perhaps af- 
ter getting new instructions from 
Moscow. 

To save the United Nations 
from helplessness over the veto, 
Marshall said, the assembly 
should take the extraordinary 
step of creating its own security 
commission to keep a sleepless 
watch on world peace problems. 
The commission would be in ses- 
sion constantly and afford a ready 
forum for issues in which the se- 
curity council was paralyzed by 
the veto. ‘ 

Reverses Policy 

At the same time he reversed 

American policy on the veto, an- 
nouncing the United States now 
wants drasttc “liberalization”. 
He declared the U. N. could not 
“endure” if a single power—he 
did not mention Russia specifical- 
ly—continuously frustrated the 
will of the majority. 
_ Immediately before the Amer- 
ican uncovered his diplomatic of- 
fensive against Soviet conduct in 
the United Nations, Mexican For- 
eign Minister Jaine Torres Bodét 
opened general debate in the 1947 
assembly session with a slashing 
attack on the veto. 

Marshall was followed by Chair- 
man Zygmunt Modzelewski of the 
Polish delegation, who indirectly 
introduced the Marshall plan for 
European recovery--which Russia 
is fighting—into assembly discus- 
sion.
